REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1-15 are allowed. The following is a statement of the examiner's reasons for 
allowance. The present application relates to a technology to reduce spreading or spot 
positioning error of a beam caused by defocusing of the beam. Regarding claims 1,9, 14 and 15, 
the prior art alone or in combination fails to disclose or suggest that the reference axis 
corresponding to a turning point of an N-th order approximating curve of refractive index 
distribution An(x) of the lens is displaced from a center of a passing area by a distance that is 
equal to or greater than 10% of a width of the passing area, wherein a luminous flux passes in the 
lens through the passing area. The claimed invention is therefore considered to be in condition 
for allowance as being novel and non-obvious over prior art. 
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3. The prior art taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the 
limitations of the independent claims, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103 
would be improper. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
